Committeemen of the county 
grand jury yesterday termed 
the Marin County Jail “pretty 
close to the worst” of 10 Bay 
Area jails which they have in­ 
spected, and made several rec­ 
ommendations 
for 
improve­ 
ment. 
Mrs. Helen Walton, spokes­ 
man for the committee, empha­ 
sized that the group’s criticism 
was aimed at jail facilities and 
not 
at the 
sheriff’s 
office, 
which handles administration 
of the jail.

They recommended these im­ 
provements: 
1. Removal of women’s quar­ 
ters from present location in 
the courthouse basement near 


the men’s jail, to a seperate 
area in the basement of the 
courthouse addition now under 
construction, or, preferably, to 
the county farm at Lucas Val­ 
ley. 
2. Even more desirable, the 
removal of all present jail fa­ 
cilities, except a few cells for 
prisoners during trials, to the 
farm. 
3. Work programs for in­ 
mates, under which they would 
be assigned to road crews, fair­ 
grounds work, etc., instead of 


being incarcerated all the time. 
4. Better facilities in the 
jail, wherever it is: beds equip­ 
ped with springs instead of the 
present mattress-on-metal-plate 
arrangement; recreational fa­ 
cilities; a commissary with pro­ 
ceeds to go to an inmate wel­ 
fare fund. 
The jury committee’s report 
was 
presented 
orally 
from 
notes taken during inspections 
of jails. 
A formal written re­ 
port will be drafted later, Mrs. 
Walton said.

Shaw's Hopes 
Of Revising 
Alphabet Die 


LONDON Cfl — A British 
judge today threw out George 
Bernard Shaw’s plan to be­ 
queath his fortune to simplify 
the English alphabet. 
High Court Justice Sir Char­ 
les Harman ruled that the 
Irish 
playwright’s 
p r o j e c t 
would involve a change in the 
law of the land and was there­ 
fore impractical and invalid. 
“It seems that their author 
suspects as much: hence his 
jibe in his will about failure 
by judicial decision,” the judge 
said. 
Shaw's pet brain child out­ 
lived him by only six years. 
All his life he campaigned for 
a bigger alphabet on one-let- 
ter-one-sound lines that “would 
spell my name with two letters 
instead of four.” 
Shaw died in 1950 at the age 
of 94. His will directed that 
the income of his estate be 
used to finance inquiries into 
the possibilities of saving labor 
and money by adopting a more 
comprehensive alphabet. 
The estate is now w orth 716,- 
000 pounds ($2,004,800), and is 
growing all the time. 
The playwTight said in his 
will that if a court turned 
down the alphabet plan the 
money should be divided be­ 
tween the British Museum, the 
Royal Academy of Dramatic 
Art and the National Gallery of 
Ireland.

Six Nations

PARIS UB — Top leaders of 
six West European nations to­ 
day agreed on treaties provid­ 
ing for eventual abandonment 
of trade barriers among them 
and creation of an atomic pool. 
Emerging from the final ses­ 
sion of a three-day conference, 
French Foreign Minister Chris­ 
tian 
Pineau 
told 
newsmen, 
‘There was complete agree­ 
ment.” 
Pineau 
said

treaties 
would be signed in Rome “as 
soon as possible” but that no 
date had been fixed. Once 
signed, they would have to win 
final approval from the parlia­ 
ments of the six nations— 
France, West Germany, Italy, 
Belgium, The Netherlands and

The French minister said 
experts now would put the 
pacts into final textual form 
along the lines agreed on at 
the current meeting. 
Under the common market 
plan the six nations of some 
160 million people would do 
away with the customs and 
tariff barriers among

over a trial period of 12 to 17 
years. At the same time they 
would work toward establish 
ment of a unified tariff system 
on imports from outside the 
six nations. 
The six nations would set up 
a pool of atomic materials and 
a unified program for produc­ 
ing nuclear power and possibly 
atomic weapons.

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Let's Revise Basketball Rules 


To Reduce Advantage Of Height 


(Richard Gladstein, a Sau- 
salito reader and San Fran­ 
cisco attorney, is guest col­ 
umnist today for I-J sports 
editor Jim Gilmartin.) 


This is about basketball, and 
the inequities which have crept 
into that fine, stimulating, and 
wonderful sport whose origin, 
incidentally, is e x c l u s i v e l y 
American, with all this im­ 
plies in terms of fair play. 
What prompts this, is the 
S 
ame which our San Rafael 
[igh School boys lost to Peta­ 
luma High last Friday. Since 
my loyalties are with the Bull­ 
dogs, the reader will be for­ 
given for suspecting the ob­ 
jectivity of my remarks. 
However, the fact is that last 
week’s 
game 
was 
not 
the 
source of these observations— 
it merely served to prompt me 
into expressing ideas I have 
long held. 


THE PROBLEM stems, in 
brief, from height. Our boys 
were, on the average, a good 
head shorter than their op­ 
ponents. In consequence, when­ 
ever San Rafael sought to gain 
possession of the ball, bodily 
contact occurred, and we were 
repeatedly called for fouls. 
Most of the violations were 
obvious incidental to bona fide 
efforts to obtain the ball, rath­ 
er than to physically tie up the 
possessor of the ball. Yet each 
time this happened, our boys 
were penalized; and the result 
was probably the difference be­ 
tween victory and defeat. 
I am not criticizing the ref­ 
erees. On the whole, they did 
a good job. The thing that’s 
bad, is that the rules which 
referees 
must 
enforce, 
are 
wrong, just plain wrong. Let 
me point out why. 


ONE PRIME purpose of the 
game, is ball control—which, of 
course, depends on possession. 
It is not only permissible to try 
to wrest possession from one's 
opponent, but without such ef­ 
forts the game would lose all 
purpose. Yet, due to the dis­ 
parity in height, the shorter 
lad invariably makes bodily 
contact in that effort. 
None of us is so perfect that, 
when he leaps for a ball, or 
seeks to divert or block a pass, 
he can always avoid uninten­ 
tional contact. At best, a guess 
is 
involved—a 
guess 
which 
must be made on the spur of 
the instant — and moreover, 
subject mightily to the move­ 
ment which the opponent hap­ 
pens to make. 
Under existing rules, any 
such contact constitutes a vio­ 
lation. 
The 
player 
is thus 
placed in an impossible po­ 
sition: either he runs inordi­ 
nate risks to get the ball, or 
he chooses safety, a synonym 
for ineffective helplessness. 


I THINK it is high time to 
revise the rules, to give the 
shorter boy an even break. 
What I propose would in no 
way penalize the tall lad; he 
would still 
enjoy the 
con- 
sidearable advantage of great­ 
er height, but that advantage 
would be greatly curttailed. 
What I suggest is that we 
should eliminate rules that 
only slow down the game, take 
much of the spirited fight out 
of it, frequently make the con­ 
test disgustingly uneven, and 
worst of all, do a disservice to 
to players themselves—to the 
shorter boys by engendering a 
sense of paralysis that converts 
the game into a devastating 
experience in frustration and 
futility; to the taller boys, by 
robbing them of that satisfy­ 
ing feeling which comes only 


from victory based on superior 
play, not superior height. 
I am not going to write out 
the changes I think necessary; 
let that be done by the experts, 
who are quite able to do so. 
But, in sketch, they amount to 
this: 
1. As to instances of inten­ 
tional bodily contact—penalize 
them all. 
2. As to instances of unin­ 
tentional bodily contact—pen­ 
alize only those that either 
clearly 
interfere 
with 
the 
point-scoring process, or un­ 
duly interfere with the process 
of moving the ball. 


IF THESE should become the 
criteria of play-violations, it 
would once more release the 
players to engage in fair con­ 
test for ball possession, and re­ 
duce the advantage which pres­ 
ently accompanies the accident 
of height. 
True, a large degree of dis­ 
cretion would thus be placed in 
the hands of the referees; but 
that is inevitable, and even de­ 
sirable. 
They are judges of 
the play; and discretion is an 
essential part of judging. 
How did the present situa­ 
tion develop, anyway? Basket­ 
ball never did have any his­ 
tory of great injury to the play­ 
ers. Nothing I know about the 
game has ever warranted the 
adoption of rules that convert 
a slap on the wrist, or a bump 
on the butt, into an act of il­ 
legality. 
We have misconceived the 
distinction between necessary 
policing and unnecessary stif­ 
ling of the game. 


LEST ANYONE suppose I 
am pleading for rougher play, 
let me state: Quite the oppo­ 
site. 
More 
bodily 
contact 
there might well be, but it 
would be neither harmful nor 
uncontrollable. 
For deliberate bad sports­ 
manship or potentially harmful 
roughness, a player could be 
instantly 
ordered from 
the 
game, with or without warn­ 
ing—an effective deterrent in 
deed, against rough-housing 
That was the situation two and 
three decades ago, and I don’t 
recall any bad experience as 
a result. 
As a matter of fact, under 
the rules that then existed, the 
rewards of victory went to 
those who developed speed, 
agility, 
accuracy, 
teamwork, 
and just plain fighting spirit. 
The advantage of height was 
kept to a minimum. 
Today, 
five tall 
men 
of 
mediocre ability are practically 
assured a built-in victory if 
their opponents don’t tower 
into the stratosphere. We might 
as well turn the whole game 
over to the giraffes, and be 
done with it. 
I quite realize that the game 
itself is more important than 
who wins it—but without fair

Bills Supported 


REDDING (IP)—The Northern 
Counties Wildlife Conservation 
Assn. has voted to favor three 
state Senate bills concerning 
prohibition of shooting female 
deer and netting in Sacramento 
River.

SAN FRANCISCO (IP) — The 
last of the “easy touch” guys 
in the world of sports slipped 
away when promoter William 
Patrick Kyne died the other 
day. 
For 50 years Bill Kyne prob­ 
ably had more “hangers-on,” 
who nicked him for anywhere 
from a five-spot to a century 
note, than any man since the 
easy-money days of Diamond 
Jim Brady or Tex Rickard. 
COULDN’T SAY NO 
Kyne was a kindly man who 
couldn’t say “no” to any kind 
of a plausible story, good or 
bad. 
I recall one 'time Bill was 
about to take a hard-earned 
rest and was boarding the Lur- 
line for a trip to Honolulu. At 
the dock’ were his usual “re­ 
tainers,” all waiting for a hand­ 
out to tide them over until he 
got back. 
One of these was a boxing 
manager from the east, a fel­ 
low who already had bilked Bill 
out of several hundred dollars. 
GAVE HIM $100 
Kyne handed him a $100 bill. 
“He had to get back east, and 
I just couldn’t say no,” Bill 
said later. 
Every day, as Kyne left his 
office at his Bay Meadows race 
track, he had to run the gamut 
of from 10 to 20 men who need 
ed a few dollars to tide them 
over. Saturday nights were the 
worst during a racing meet. 
“How 
many 
waiting 
out 
there for me?” Kyne would 
ask an aide when he prepared 
to close his office. Told that 
there were 15 or 20, he would 
peel off a half-dozen 100 bills 
and send out for change. 


Then as he walked through | 
the crowd, he would listen to 
each story and hand out the 
money according to how much 
distress was noted, whether it 
was sickness, rent to pay, etc. 


Of course, money out of his 
own pocket wasn’t his only 
contribution to the world. He 
and his track gave $4,475,974 
to charity since the start of 
World War II. 
Kyne never cared how much 
money he had or made, just 
so he had plenty to give away 
and enough to live on. 
A few years ago Bill was giv­ 
en a testimonial banquet in 
San Francisco at which he was 
given a new Cadillac. 


WANTED TO GIVE IT 
“It was nice of the friends | 
to give Bill a new car,” said 
his long-time partner, Joe Co­ 
hen. “But we had a dickens of 
a time to keep him from giving 
away his old car to a needy 
friend the next day.” 
Even on his death bed, Kyne 
was a target for money. 
While he was in a coma, he 
received this telegram from 
Leslie Dye, an ex-jockey who 
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used to ride in California, but 
now in Florida: 
ASKS FOR MONEY 
“Dear friend Kyne: I am 
sorry to learn you are in tha 
hospital... You have made a 
success of racing while I have 
had it hard and still am. I 
wish you would leave me some 
money in your will as I need 
a fresh start. You can’t taka 
it with you. Please let me know 
if you are remembering me in 
your will care of Hialeah Raca 
Track.” 
Bill never recovered to read 
the telegram, but he would 
have gotten a big chuckle out 
of it. 
And he probably would have 
sent along a $100 note to tida 
the boy along.

Iceland 
Jordan was authorized to pre­ 
pare a resolution based on the 
endorsement and send copies 
to McCarthy, McCollister, the 
Senate Committee on Natural 
Resources and the Assembly

on 
Conservation. 
Planning and Public Works. 
The board acted at the re­ 
quest of Mrs. B. K. Dunshee. 
vice president of the Shoreline 
Planning Assn. and the Marin 
Conservation League. She said 
the bills have been introduced 
in skeleton form, adding, “I’m 
not promising they will get it 
(the park) through, but at least 
they will get it started.” 
Mrs. Dunshee said the park 
proposal calls for state acquisi­ 
tion of beach property along 
the white cliffs on Drake’s 
Bay.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Humble Man In Humble Job 
Was Refreshing, Inspiring 


The sudden passing of John Dodge, 
the school crossing guard on D Street at 
Bay view in San Rafael, is a sad loss to 
those of us who had occasion to pass 
that way frequently while he was on 
duty. 
In one sense, we didn’t know the man. 
We never knew where he came from, 
whether he had a family, what his pre­ 
vious occupation might have been, or 
any one of a number of things that or­ 
dinarily seem necessary if one is to say 
he knows a person well. 
All we knew of him was based on 
fleeting glimpses of his demeanor as 
we passed that way occasionally. But 
we nevertheless felt we knew him well. 
What these fleeting glimpses told us 
was indeed remarkable. 
Here was a 
man who enjoyed his work. We always 
got the feeling that he considered him­ 
self not a lowly school crossing guard, 
but a man charged with the important 
responsibility of guiding young people 
carefully and wisely to and from one of 
the most important things in their lives 
— their educational endeavors. 
He loved the children. Otherwise he 
could not have demonstrated such deep 
concern for their welfare and their en­ 
joyment of life, as was readily apparent 
when we passed by. 
He commanded the genuine respect 
and affection of motorists whom he 
wavedby or waved to a stop, as the situ­ 
ation demanded. His manner was so re­ 
markable that we found ourselves look­ 
ing forward to passing his way and ex­ 
changing friendly waves with him. We 
found ourselves slowing down and pre­ 
paring to stop if necessary, considerably 
in advance of our arrival at his inter­ 
section. 
We found that we didn’t regard him 
as a cop we might want to outwit some 
way so as to avoid acting according to 


W 
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his desires. Instead, we found ourselves 
wanting to stop so as to be as helpful 
as possible to him. insuring the safety 
of his charges and keeping his incon­ 
venience to a minimum. 
We were surprised to learn he had 
suffered with a heart condition for 
seven years. It certainly was never evi­ 
dent in his daily work. 
He was on the 
job as usual on the hottest days, on the 
coldest mornings and during the worst 
storms. 
He seemed to command the respect 
and affection of the youngsters that he 
shepherded. They seemed to follow his 
leadership, waiting patiently when he 
told them to, and stepping quickly 
across the street when he gave them 
the signal. 
When most of us were very young, 
we got lots of advice about doing our 
best in whatever was given us to do. 
But as we grow older, we get involved in 
a lot of 20th century ambition which 
revolves mainly around making suffi­ 
cient money to keep up with the Joneses 
— or better yet, keeping a little ahead 
of them. 
This leads us into a kind of Machiavel­ 
lian outlook where the end sometimes 
seems to justify some rather question­ 
able means. It is indeed refreshing and 
inspiring to see a humble man in a hum­ 
ble job doing his best, and then some, 
not for money or power or fame, but 
simply out of devotion to the service of 
his fellow-man and devotion to the ideal 
of doing his best, no matter what his 
job. 
John Dodge, whose name we didn’t 
know 
until after he 
passed 
away, 
seemed always to us to be such a man. 
As we say, his passing is a sad loss. 
But we are grateful for the opportunity 
to have been refreshed and inspired by 
knowing him, if only from a distance. 


It's Not Valentines But Demands 


For Cut In Government Spending

WASHINGTON OR — Con­ 
gress has been getting a bag­ 
ful of mail and it hasn’t all 
been valentines. More and 
more of the folks back home 
have been writing in saying 
“Let’s 
reduce 
government 
spending.” 


Rep. Clarence Cannon (D- 
Mo.), chairman of the House 
Appropriations 
C o mmittee 
and on the receiving end of 
more than his share of the 
letters, said he thinks this 
time people 
mean it, and 
that maybe Congress will lis­ 
ten. 
Some 
other 
m e m b e r s 
weren’t so sure. “It’s the 
trees in somebody else’s yard 
that everybody wants to cut,” 
said Rep. Gordon Canfield 
|R-NJ\ “not those in their 
own yard.” 
By this 
Canfield 
meant 
what members of Congress 
discovered long ago: That 
many people who favor econ­ 
omy in general aren’t so sure 
when you get real specific. 
To oversimplify the matter 
somewhat, 
n o b o d y 
from 
Louisiana, as far as it is 
known, has yet written sug- 


gesting 
t h a t 
government- 
maintained levees be aband­ 
oned on the Mississippi Riv­ 
er. 
What set off the current 
letter-writing boom was Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower’s plan to 
spend in the new fiscal year 
$71.8 billion, a record high 
budget for a non-war year. 
Or possibly it was the fact 
that a number of people in 
high places, including Can­ 
non and Treasury Secretary 
George M. Humphrey, an­ 
nounced in loud voices .that 
this was more money than 
ought to be spent. 


CANNON, 
IN 
HIS 
first 
comment on the matter, said 
mournfully that it began to 
look as though ndbody much 
cared. Right away he got a 
round of letters from every 
state in the union straighten­ 
ing out this misconception. 
And the mail hasn’t quit yet. 


“I’ve never seen the time 
when 
congressional 
corre­ 
spondence — from business- 
ness, labor, every segment of 
the population—was so uni­ 
formly demanding a reduc­ 
tion in spending,” said Can­ 
non. “I think the Appropria­ 


tions Committee is more dis­ 
posed to cut this year than 
ever before.” 
Humphrey’s office said he 
had received heavy mail on 
the 
budget, 
but 
reporters 
weren’t allowed to see it— 
even if they agreed not to 
use the letter writers’ names. 
Hence there was no way of 
telling whether the mail was 
favorable or unfavorable to 
th e 
Treasury 
secretary’s 
economy views. 


MOST OF THE letters ap­ 
parently were going to mem­ 
bers of the House, where ap­ 
propriations bills originate. 
Of half a 
dozen 
senators 
checked who usually take 
moderate stands on spending, 
only one reported any un­ 
usual 
increase 
in 
letters 
about the budget. 
This was Sen. Irving M. 
Ives (R-NY), who said he had 
received “a lot of mail” on 
the budget. He said, however, 
that 
it 
has 
“not been as 
heavy as that produced by 
the Truman budgets between 
World War II and the Ko­ 
rean War, although it is the 
heaviest of any year of the 
Eisenhower administration."

Most Of Bugaboos About Hiring 


Older Workers Are Myth, Not Fact 
Death Rides

READERS SAY 


Executive board of the Marin 
Development Foundation has 
launched a drive for new mem­ 
bers of the industry-promoting 
organization. 
President Buzz Kilborn has 
named 
a 
committee 
under 
chairmanship of Dan Deedy, 
manager of the Marin Real Es­ 
tate Board, to push for $10,000 
in dues from new members. 
Drive will continue to April 15. 
In other business at the 
board’s 
luncheon 
m e e t i n g 
Thursday at Mission Inn, San 
Rafael, the group heard report 
from Kilborn that E. W. Bul­ 
lard Co. and Kimball Manufac­ 
tu rin g Co. have moved to Ma­ 
rin within the last month, add­ 
ing 200 people to payrolls with­ 
in the county, and a report that 
the Building and Construction 
Trades Council of Marin has 
contributed $500 to the foun­ 
dation. 


QUESTION—“In a re­ 
cent column you stated that 
the reluctance of industry 
to employ workers over 44 
was largely based on out­ 
dated, disproved and myth­ 
ical objections. Please ex­ 
plain.” 


ANSWER — First, let me 
indicate why this is a very 
important matter. 
At the end of the next 
eight years we will have an 
employable civilian l a b o r 
force of 74 million workers. 
Because the birthrate in the 
United States took a sus­ 
tained dip during the depres­ 
sion years of the 1930’s, the 
percentage of younger work­ 
ers in the total labor force is 
now decreasing and the per­ 
centage of older workers, 45 
to 64 years of age, is substan­ 
tially increasing. 
This means that if we are 
to achieve a healthy, expand­ 
ing economy, a high level of 
employment and a gross na­ 
tional product of $560 billion, 
which the economists say is 
a reasonable target, then it 
is absolutely imperative that 
we not waste the skills and 
talents and productivity of 
the largest single segment of 
the nation’s workers. 


THE 
KEY 
FACTS 
are 
these: 
That more older workers 
must be employed if we are 
not to experience a slump in 
the rate of growth and pro­ 
ductivity of our economy. 
That as the precentage of 
older workers is increasing, 
their employment is decreas­ 
ing. 
This is why Secretary of 
Labor James P. Mitchell is 
preaching this doctrine more 
persistently than 
ever 
be­ 
fore: “America’s older work­ 
ers possess one-third of the 
skills and one-third of the 
production potential. It seems 
to me that if we continue to 
waste their skills and their 
potential for no good and 
honest reason, then we are 
squandering a striking op­ 
portunity to build an even 
better and richer life than 
our country knows today.” 
Is there any valid reason 
why industry should instinc­ 
tively turn from employing 
older workers? The answer is 
to be found in a study by the 
Department of Labor which 
provides the first unbiased, 
comprehensive research into 
the skills, education, capa­ 
bilities, performance, stabili­ 
ty, adaptability and health of 
workers 45 years and over. 
Here aie the principal find­ 
ings: 


MYTH—That hiring old­ 
er workers unduly increas­ 
es pension costs. 
FACT—This misconception 
acutely cuts* down the em­ 
ployment of older workers. 
A Labor Department study 
shows that firms without pen­ 
sion plans hired approximate­ 
ly 45 oTder workers per 100 
employed, while firms with 
pension 
plans 
hired 
only 
about 17 per 100. 
It is not true that the em­ 


ployment of older workers 
unduly increases the cost of 
most private pension plans. 
These pension plans are most-. 
ly based on a percentage of 
average earnings multiplied 
by the number of years cf 
service. Under this system a 
man hired when young auto­ 
matically qualifies for a big­ 
ger pension because of long­ 
er service. 


The younger man is also 
likely to have higher average 
earnings because he has more 
time than a man hired in la­ 
ter years to earn increases. 


MYTH—That older work­ 
ers are unskilled. 


FACT—The opposite is the 
truth. Of the workers sam­ 
pled in seven different cities, 
twice as many older job seek­ 
ers as younger job seekers 
had held skilled jobs. 


MYTH—That older work­ 
ers are not flexible, won’t 
accept change. 


FACT—This is theory, not 
experience. Research shows 
that one in four older job ap­ 
plicants changed jobs in or­ 
der to get work. 


MYTH—That older work­ 
ers 
are 
less 
productive 
than younger workers. 


FACT—In eight 
clothing 
and shoe plants studied by 
the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics, average output per man- 
hour of piece rate workers 
remained stable through age 
54. Output of workers 55 to 
64 was at least 90 per cent as 
high as that of any younger 
group. 


MYTH — Older 
workers 
are absent more often than 
younger workers. 


FACT—There is no visible 
difference in regularity on 
the job. 


CONCLUSION — Most of 
the unfavorable things we’ve 
heard so long about older 
workers simply have no ba­ 
sis in fact and experience. A 
healthy industry and an ex­ 
panding 
economy 
urgently 
need their skills at work.

7.038 NEW LAWS? 
Increase State Taxes? 


Cut Them? What Of 


Tidelands Revenues? 


By JOHN H. AYERILL 


SACRAMENTO W—Should 
state taxes be cut? Or in­ 
creased? Should the state re­ 
ceive a larger share of rev­ 
enue from its tideland oil and 
gas leases? 
These are some of the 
leading fiscal and tidelands 
questions the California Leg­ 
islature will face when the 
lawmakers end their five- 
week recess March 4. 
Also confronting them will 
be Gov. Knight’s 1957-58 bud­ 
get, a record spending pro­ 
posal totaling $1.947,964.933 
—up 6.5 per cent over 1956- 
57. 
Knight says it can be fi­ 
nanced without new taxes. 
But he draws the line against 
any tax cut, warning it could 
mean a deficit. 


ALTHOUGH he didn’t in­ 
clude it in the budget, Knight 
says he will sign tax legisla­ 
tion—if it reaches his desk— 
to provide an additional 70 
million 
dollars a year in 
state aid to public schools. 
Assemblyman 
Ernest 
R. 
Geddes 
(R-Claremont) 
pro­ 
poses to raise the money by 
imposing the first cigarette 
tax in California’s history, a 
3-cent levy on each pack 
(AB 3046), and by increasing 
the state beer tax from 2 to 
10 cents a barrel (AB 3047). 
Despite Knight’s warning, 
there are several bills to re­ 
duce taxes—chiefly by in­ 
creasing personal income tax 
exemptions. 
AB 3382 (Munnell) for in­ 
stance, would increase ex­ 
emptions 
f o r 
dependents 
from $400 to $900 each, for 
single persons from $2,000 to 
$2,500 and for married cou­ 
ples from $3,500 to $4,000. 
Taxpayers also would be 
given a break under bills re­ 
moving the state sales tax 
from such items as: 
Medicines (AB 2636, Haw­ 
kins), prescription drugs (AB 
790, Pattee), candy (AB2131, 
Hansen), Bibles (AB 793, Pat­ 
tee) and flags (AB 1751, Mas- 
terson). 


AMONG TIDELANDS bills 
there are at least four pro­ 
posals to increase state rev­ 
enue by raising royalties on 
011 drilled from state-towned 
tidelands leased to private 
oil firms. 
All call for revision of the 
controversial Shell-Cunning­ 
ham Act of 1955 which fixed 
royalties on wildcat fields, or 
lands unproved to contain 
oil, at a flat 12% per cent, 
plus cash bonus. For proved 
fields, the royalty is on a 
sliding scale 
beginning at 
16% per cent, plus bonus. 
Assemblyman 
Joseph 
C. 
Shell (R-LA), co-author of the 
1955 act, is sponsoring two 
bills to put «all royalties on a 
sliding scale. One (AB 40) 
would begin them at 12% 
per cent and the other (AB 
2237) at 16% per cent. 
Assemblyman Allen Miller 


(D-San Fernando), who head­ 
ed an interim study of tide­ 
lands oil, also proposes a 
graduated royalty beginning 
at 12% per cent (AB 47). In 
addition, he would empowe* 
the state to inspect explora­ 
tion data compiled by oil 
companies in an effort to de­ 
termine whether an offshore 
area is proved or unproved 
(AB 80). 


OTHER TIDELANDS' bills 
reflect last year’s bitter fight 
over Prop 4, the oil initiative 
trounced by the voters in the 
November election. 
AB 3324 (Lindsay) embody­ 
ing a proposal advanced by 
Gov. Knight, calls for crea­ 
tion of a seven-member study 
commission 
to 
determine 
whether there is need for new 
legislation to conserve oil and 
prevent oil field waste. 
Urging 
more 
immediate 
action, 
other 
m e a s u r e s 
would: 
Prohibited waste of oil and 
empower the state to take 
action to prevent waste or 
avoid drilling of unnecessary 
wells and to unitize field op­ 
erations (AB 166, Lindsay). 
Authorize the state to or­ 
der unit operation of an en­ 
tire oil pool or a portion of 
it (AB 36, Miller). 
There also are several bills 
to revise'the present formu­ 
la under which 70 per cent of 
tidelands royalties goes to 
the state beach and park 
funds and the balance to the 
state treasury. Examples: 
Allocate 30 per cent to the 
general fund, 46% to the 
state park fund, the balance 
to cities and counties front- 
i n g 
on 
revenue-producing 
tidelands (AB 2624, Coolidge). 
Return 50 per cent of the

To Turmoil Over Inflation

NEW YORK W — Clamor 
over the hike in prices of 
gasoline and fuel oil has 
brought some sort of climax 
to the turmoil over the latest 
flurry of inflation. 
Actually the rise in the 
price of^ crude oil and its 
products has been less than 
for many another product— 
for whatever reason—as oil­ 
men are quick to point out 
and to document. 
But it is nearer to the pock- 
etbook of the average person 
than, say, the price of steel. 


Congressional critics also 
have pointed out that prior 
to the blockage of the Suez 
Canal, pressure for a rise in 
crude oil prices to offset ris­

checked by rising stocks of 
oil in spite of production 
cuts aimed at preventing it, 


AFTER MIDEAST oil was 
cut off, European demand 
for Western oil cleared out 
the overhanging supplies and 
a price rise of 25 to 30 cents 
a barrel followed this Janu­ 
ary. The rate of oil produc­ 
tion is still tightly controlled. 


Oil men point out, however, 
that it wai the first hike 


since June, 1953, and the 
second since December, 194’ 
—a period in which manj 
other products had taken sev 
eral jumps.

Your spouse was a non-resi­ 
dent alien at any time during

You have maintained, by 
paying over one-half of the 
cost, for all of 1956, a home in 
which a close relative lived as 
his principal place of residence 
for the entire year, or until his 
death. It is not necessary that 
you or the relative actually 
stay at home every day, but 
that the home be the principal 
place of residence. For in­ 
stance: The relative might be 
your child who is away at col­ 
lege for nine months of the 
year, yet the home is really his 
principal place of residence. 
Also, you might be a traveling 
.salesman and be away from 
home a good deal and it would 
still be your principal place of 
residence. 
You may also qualify if you 
pay more than one-half the cost 
of maintaining a household for 
your father or mother if you 
can claim either one as a de­ 
pendent on your tax return. It 
is not necessary that you your­ 
self live at this home. 
The following can qualify as 
your close relative: 
(1) Your unmarried child, an 
unmarried descendant of your 
child or an unmarried step­ 
child. It makes no difference 
that you cannot claim this child 
as a dependent because the 
c h i l d makes over $600 per 
year, or for some other reason 
is not qualified as a dependent 
taxwise. Your child, as above 
can file a return and get the 
return of withheld tax paid by 
him or otherwise claim his ex­ 
emption on his tax return and 
you can still use him as your 
reason for head of household 
status. 
OR 
(2) Any other person you can 
claim as a dependent on your 
tax return. 
There is a tax advantage to 
being the head of a household. 
If your income is over $2,000 
and you are the head of a 
household, you figure your tax­ 
es from a special tax rate chart 
that gives you approximately 
one-half the saving effected by 
a married couple’s splitting the 
same income. 
Do not use form 1040-A in 
filing your return if you are 
the head of household. Use 
1040 or short form 1040 and 
figure your tax from the spe­ 
cial head of household table or 
charts.

Of Long Duty 


Advantages of remaining in 
the Naval Reserve until retire­ 
ment were emphasized today 
by a Terra Linda man who 
knows whereof he speaks. 
Vice Adm. Ralph S. Moore, 
(ret) of 1016 Las Gallinas ave­ 
nue is one of the highest rank­ 
ing officers ever to retire from 
the reserve. 
Today, because of his 39 
years as a reservist and the 
high rank he attained, Moore 
enjoys a comfortable retire­ 
ment 
income 
which 
supple­ 
ments his civilian earnings. 
STOCK BROKFR 
A member of the San Fran­ 
cisco Stock Exchange, he is 
associated with the investment 
firm of A. G. Becker & Co. 
“I would like to emphasize 
to Naval Reserve officers in 
this area that they can attain 
a certain degree of security 
by staying in the reserve,” 
Moore said. 
Twice awarded the Legion of 
Merit during World War II, 
Moore was promoted to rear 
admiral in June, 1955. Upon 
his retirement he was advanc­ 
ed to vice admiral by Secretary 
of the Navy Charles S. Thomas. 
STAYED IN RESERVE 
Moore served as a senior 
lieutenant on naval transports 
in World War I. He remained 
in the reserve during the post­ 
war years and was recalled 
to active duty in January, 1941. 
That year he was graduated 
with the first class of a newly 
established 
mine 
w a r f a r e 
school and helped rewrite the 
Navy Minesweeping Manual. 
During World War II, Moore 
saw considerable action in the 
Pacific. He commanded Mine 
Division 3 during the crucial 
Guadalcanal campaign. In the 
Marshall 
Islands 
assault 
he 
commanded Mine Squadron 4, 
comprised of 12 fleet mine­ 
sweepers. 
EARNED AWARD 
He earned his first Legion 
of Merit during the invasion 
of Saipan and Tinian, serving 
as commander of an assault 
group of “sweepers” which en­ 
countered heavy fire from ene­ 
my shore batteries. 
During the Iwo Jima and 
Okinawa campaigns Moore was 
on the staff of Rear Adm. Alex 
Sharp, commander of Pacific 
minecraft, aboard the USS Ter­ 
ror. He was awarded his sec­ 
ond Legion of Merit for pre­ 
paring all minesweeping plans 
for those assaults. About 40 
minesweepers were sunk or 
damaged at Okinawa, mostly by 
Kamikaze suicide planes. 
After various post-war as­ 
signments Moore was sent to 
Tiburon in 1948 as commander 
of the Naval Net Depot. He was 
released from active duty in 
1949, but spent another seven 
years in the reserve. 
Moore and his wife, Myrtle, 
have two children, Ralph Jr., 
15, and Mrs. Audrey Chaon of 
San Rafael. 


Teachers Ask Reversal 
CONCORD, N.H. (* — The 
Manchester Teachers Guild to­ 
day asked the New Hampshire 
Supreme Court to throw out a 
lower court injunction which 
halted an unprecedented two- 
dav teacher strike in the state’s 
largest city. 
Courts “should not Interfere 
In labor disputes without the 
clearest showing of imminent 
danger to the community,” the 
group said in a brief filed by 
attorneys Kenneth F. Graf and 
Jack B. Middleton. 
“There is nothing inherently 
illegal about a strike of public 
employees for higher w ages” 
said the guild, whose member­ 
ship includes 332 of Manches­ 
ter’s 365 public school teach 
ers.

Ministry decided today to make 
money out of 1,140,000 unused 
silver medals left over from 
World War II. They will be 
minted into 15 tons of 100-yen 
coins, worth 27.8 cents each.

PROVIDENCE, R.I. (4*—You 
can buy the luxury liner And­ 
rea Doria, as is, if you want to 
gamble on raising her. 
An unidentified Rhode Is­ 
lander may be interested in 
doing just that. 
Russell Adams, an official of 
Gorham Mfg. Co., said yester­ 
day he had located a person, 
whom he declined to identify, 
who says he could raise the 
sunken liner by “internal flo­ 
tation.”

McMURDO SOUND, Antarc­ 
tica (4* — The U.S. Navy ice­ 
breaker Glacier got orders to­ 
day to hurry to the rescue of a 
Japanese ship trapped in the 
ice on the other side of this 
frozen continent. 
But, critically short of fuel, 
the Glacier must detour north 
to Australia for refueling be­ 
fore trying the rescue. It will 
be at least another 17 days be­ 
fore the powerful U.S. ship can 
reach the stricken Soya Maru, 
hemmed in by the antarctic 
ice pack south of Africa. 


Slide Blocks Thruway 
ELMSFORD, N Y. (4*—An es­ 
timated 2,000 tons of rock cas­ 
caded on southbound lanes of 
the New York Thruway yester­ 
day.
